The Johnson Administra- 
tion’s own investigation of the 
Central Intelligence Agency’s 
financial aid to private organ- 
izations is taking an intriguing 
turn. 

Headed by Undersecretary 
Nicholas Katzcr.bach, the CIA 
- study has been expanded to 
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cover aid given Cuban refugee 
groups and. several publica- 
tion projects, including one 
dealing with the Warren Com- 
mission’s inquiry into the as- 
sassination of President Ken- 
nedy. 

The latter project, handled 
through a publishing firm, en- 
tailed the preparation of a 
comprehensive index by sub- 
ject and name of the hundreds 
of persoi’S involved in the 
commission’s investigation. 

For writers, and investiga- 
tors doing research on the as- 
sassination or the Warren 
Commission’s probe of it, the 
index is the only accurate 
guide available, although 
those using it have no knowl- 
edge of the CIA’s role in its 
preparation. 

The Warren Commission’s 
own Indax, which was done 
hurriedly, contains numerous 
errors and is far from being 
complete. It contains only 
names of witnesses and per- 
sons mentioned during the 
commission’s hearings or in 
exhibits submitted during 
these proceedings. 

In addition to the descrip- 
tive summaries of all persons 
involved in the commission’s 
inquiry, the CIA-financed in- 
dex lists many FBI and CIA 
reports and “working docu- 
ments” of tlie commission, 
now on file in the National 
Archives. None of these docu- 


ments is listed in the commis- 
sion’s index or its 26 published 
volumes. 

In broadening its inquiry of 
CIA operations, the Katzen- 
bach committee has interest- 
ingly singled out for immedi- 
ate study the agency’s links to 
a Cuban refugee group known 
as JURE, which at the time of 
Kennedy's assassination had 
members in New Oilcans, 
Dallas, Miami and Puerto 
Rico. 

Several Cubans believed to 
be members of JURE, which 
in 1DG3 was headed by Manuel 
Ray, leftish 3nti-Castro lead- 
er, were involved in several 
investigations by the FBI or- 
dered by the Warren Commis- 
sion. 

None cf these probes linked 
these Cubans to Oswald, al- 
though one of the agency’s in- 
vestigations was never com- 
pleted because of the sudden 
illness of one of the Cubans, 
who cia*med to have met ’ 
Oswald with two other Cu- 
bans. 

Administration insiders re- 
port that Ray and his Cuban 
refugee gicup are well known 
to Katzwtbach and CIA au- 
thorities. Following the Bay of 
Pigs fiasco, Ray made numer- 
ous visits to Washington and 
conferred many times with 
then- Attorney General Robert 
Kenned y, Katzeabach and 
several CIA nfiieiais. 
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
